Theft from unlocked 
vehicles is the most fre¬ 
quent crime taking place 
in Fort Erie, says Niagara 
Regional Police (NRP) 
district no. 5 staff sergeant 
Dave Hunter. 

Other serious thefts that 
take place involve scrap 
metal and the illegal 
removal of manhole cov- 

Not only is this stealing 
but it also creates a seri¬ 
ous safety issue for the 
rest of the law abiding 

"People should consid¬ 
er the danger they're put¬ 
ting others in with those 
kinds of thefts," said 

He also warns that resi¬ 
dents should be careful 
when keeping valuable 
items in their vehicles like 
computers and cameras, 
especially in plain sight 
for thieves. 

"If these items are left in 
get." 

There is no data that can 
calculate how many thefts 
are taking place by crimi¬ 
nals whose primary motive 
is feeding a drug addic¬ 
tion, but Hunter says there 


is a connection. 

"There are people out 
there stealing and com¬ 
mitting crimes to feed a 
habit," he said. 

Hunter admits there is 
plenty of illegal drug use 
in Greater Fort Erie, citing 
marijuana, prescription 
drugs and even heroin as 
the products of choice for 

But he wanted to stress 
that Fort Erie is no differ¬ 
ent than other municipali¬ 
ties in Niagara. Drugs are 
an issue across the board. 

"The number of people 
using drugs is quite high, 
but it's a problem every¬ 
where," said Hunter. 

Overall, he said the 
amount of crime in town 
is rather consistent in 2012 
compared to other years. 

"There are no noticeable 
spikes." 

Hunter and the NRP 
want to encourage the 
public to play its role in 
making the community a 
more safe place to live and 
work, by contacting them 
if they see or hear some¬ 
thing suspicious. 

"The public has to help 
by reporting incidents 
when they happen," said 
Hunter. 

"Don't think it's too triv¬ 
ial to report."

Customers were disap¬ 
pointed to hear the news. 

"There’s nothing in Fort 
Erie,” said Margelaine 
Langlois-Bell, who is from 
Fort Erie, but was head¬ 
ing into the Niagara Falls 
Zellers Thursday. “It’s a 
horrible thing. It’s sad for 
the workers. There are no 
Jobs anywhere.” 

Langlois-Bell said she 
has been trying to sup¬ 
port the Canadian-owned 
franchise. 

"Zellers is the forgotten 


store. The Americans are 
taking over here. It's a 
bad thing to see." 

The pharmacies at both 
Zellers stores have already 
closed. 

In Niagara Falls, the 
pharmacy side of the 
business was sold to the 
Zehrs pharmacy at the 
corner of Morrison St. 
and Dorchester Rd. June 
21. In Fort Erie, the phar¬ 
macy business was sold 
to Drugstore Pharmacy 
inside the No Frills at 
1135 Thomson Rd. April 
30. 

Bourre said the phar¬ 
macy business was sold 
well before the store clos¬ 
ings to ensure customers 
were never left without 
their prescriptions. 

“Zellers Pharmacy has 
a legal obligation to 
ensure continuity of care 
for its customers. The 
transfer ensures there’s 
never a disruption to 
access to prescription 
medication or pharmacy 
assistance,” she said.

Dear Editor, 


I ride a scooter in Fort 
Erie and have had a lot of 
people ask if riding on the 
roads is legal. I had a very 
distraught gentleman stop 
in the middle of the 
Garrison Road telling me 
what he thought of me 
and my scooter.

Resident didn't know about cell phone tower 


Dear Editor, 


Around the middle of July, 
I was informed by my neigh¬ 
bour that the town had given 
her a notice of public infor¬ 
mation meeting regarding 
the application for installa¬ 
tion of a wireless telecom¬ 
munication facility by the 
applicant Fontur 

International at a Nigh Road 
address. 

My first question to her 
was where is it going exactly 
and she pointed to the beau¬ 
tiful forest directly across the 
street from where I live. 

I believe that 3 homeown¬ 
ers were informed. From 
what I understand they only 
have to inform residents 
who live within a certain 
radius of the proposed site. 
The date on the letter was 
July 3rd, 2012 and the meet¬ 
ing was set for July 31, 2012 
at 6 p.m. at the Town Hall. 

Lucky for me my neigh¬ 
bour took the time to inform 
all of those who live at the 
north end of Centralia 
Avenue otherwise I'm sure a 
few months from now we 
would be wondering what 
all the construction was in 
the forest. 

I emailed the Bert Miller 
Nature Club to see if they 
were aware of this. 

They responded to me 
that my concerns had been 
raised at the latest 
Environment Advisory 
Committee which was held 
at the Town Hall. 

Unfortunately, they were 
misinformed at this meeting 
as to the true location of the 
proposed cell tower and 
were lead to believe that the 
location was at the site of the 
Hershey Cemetery. 



They understood that it 
was to be erected in open 
space. That being said a 
councillor who also attend¬ 
ed was given this same mis¬ 
information. 

When I wrote again to the 
Bert Miller Nature Club and 
told them that I had the doc¬ 
ument from the town show¬ 
ing exactly where in the for¬ 
est they planned to erect this 
tower they were to say the 
least shocked! 

My neighbours and I 
attended the Public 
Information Meeting on July 
31 to find out firsthand what 
this proposed cell tower was 
all about and why it was 
going at the location in the 

I raised the question of 
how many trees would be 
destroyed to erect this cell 

I am still waiting for a 
response. Trying to get a 
straight answer from the 
Town on what the zoning 
designation of this area was 
another round of misinfor¬ 
mation. 

The upshot of the meeting 
was basically that Fontur 
International is a company 
that locates sites for its cli¬ 
ents who wish to erect cell 
towers. 

SBA is the company that 
leases the antenna space on 
the towers to wireless ser¬ 
vice providers. WIND 
Mobile is the company that 
wants to put up the antenna 
for its customers and the 
Town owns the land, in this 
case the forest. The Town 
will be paid to lease the 
property. This short-sight¬ 
ed attempt to generate 
money is at the expense of 
the natural habitat that we 
need to steward into the

The good news: Niagara’s real 
estate market is growing. 

The bad news: It’s not growing 
fast enough. 

While the average sale price for 
residential properties in Ontario 
rose by 17% between Jan. 1, 2008, 
and Jan. 1, 2012, the increase in 
Niagara was only 4%. 

Larry Hummel, chief assessor for 
the Municipal Property Assessment 
Corp., said Niagara’s slower growth 
might have something to do with its 
location along the Canada-U.S. bor- 

Windsor, another border commu¬ 
nity, didn’t see an increase in its 
average sale price. 

“There aren’t as many Americans 
coming across the border. Visitors 
drive a certain element of the econ¬ 
omy,” he said. 

Hummel said Niagara’s manufac¬ 
turing sector has also taken a hit in 
recent years, likely another factor in 
its slower real estate growth. 

He said the biggest increases 
across the province, up to 29%, were 
found in northern Ontario commu¬ 
nities. 

“The price of gold and metals has 
escalated, which brought the min¬ 
ing sector to the fore.” 

Hummel said MPAC’s Market 
Snapshot study didn’t differentiate 
one Niagara municipality from 
another. 

He said the purpose of MPAC’s 
report was to underscore the link 
between home prices, set by the real 
estate market, and property assess¬ 
ment. 

He said with 
the 4% sale price 
increase in 
Niagara, resi¬ 
dents can expect 
a "modest” 
increase in their 
home assess¬ 
ments, as 

opposed to the 
“significant" 
increase expect¬ 
ed in stronger 
Ontario munici¬ 


palities. 

MPAC will mail property assess¬ 
ment notices to all landowners in 
the province this fall. This year's 
assessment update will be the sec¬ 
ond in Ontario’s new four-year 
assessment and phase-in cycle. 

“Property owners should remem¬ 
ber that an increase in assessment 
does not necessarily mean an 
increase in property taxes,” said 
Hummel. 

"It all depends on a number of 
factors, including the amount of 
revenue required by your munici¬ 
pality or taxing authority to deliver 

He said there is cause for concern 
in Fort Erie, which has recently seen 
the closure of large employers such 
as its slots facility and DMI Industries 
plant, while the race track is slated 
for closure later this year. 

"There is a big web of factors that 
impact the real estate market. 
Employment is definitely a big one. 
Real estate prices generally reflect 
what is happening in the local econ- 

That said, Hummel noted the ben¬ 
efits of living in Niagara. 

He pointed to respectable post¬ 
secondary institutions such as Brock 
University and Niagara College, as 
well as the region having one of the 
“nicer climates" in Canada. 

MPAC analyzes sale prices of sim¬ 
ilar properties to establish the 
assessed value of more than four- 
million residential properties across 
the province. MPAC also assesses 
more than 800,000 farm, commer¬ 
cial, industrial and other property 
types across Ontario.

Niagara Region is 
inching closer to find¬ 
ing out how culture and 
the economy can better 
work together. 

The Region has 
wrapped up the first 
phase of its cultural 
economic impact study, 
said program manager 
Terri Donia. 

She said the response 
was good when the 
Region surveyed the 
cultural sector, and 
they’re gearing up for 
workshops with various 
cultural groups in the 
fall. 

“Because the cultural 
sector is really so hard 
to define, we’re hoping 
this will help show, 
obviously, the economic 
impact of the cultural 
sector - the direct 
impact, and also the 
induced,” Donia said. 

“I think we have a 
quality-of-life invest¬ 
ment, but we don’t have 
that economic value to 

The study will give the 
Region a sense of how 
cultural programs actu¬ 


ally affect Niagara’s 
economy. It’ll consider 
such items as private 
enterprise, festivals, 
arts events, sports and 
spinoff businesses like 
restaurants. 

Donia said the Region 
did some research 
before launching the 
study. It couldn’t find 
any comparable studies 
by other jurisdictions. 

Some organizations 
have done their own 
studies, she noted. But 
nothing has come up on 
the scale of what 
Niagara's up to. 

“It’s kind of a unique 
study, and we're hoping 
it will definitely help us 
all understand what is 
happening in the cul¬ 
tural sector." 

She said dates haven’t 
been set yet for the 
workshops, but she 
hopes to have results 
out of them by next 
March. 

The $77,000 project is 
being paid for out of the 
Region’s culture plan, 
which has already seen 
the Region named one 
of 2012’s Cultural 
Capitals of Canada. It 
shares the designation 
with Calgary.
